Sirs,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1943. 
The  Reports  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  included. 

The  Report  covers  the  three  Districts  coming  under  my  super¬ 
vision,  but  is  once  again  very  much  curtailed. 

During  the  year  the  Department  was  without  a  Senior  Clerk. 

The  general  health  in  the  three  Districts  has  remained  at  a 
relatively  high  level  in  spite  of  various  war-time  restrictions,  the 
greatest  restriction  in  my  opinion  being  that  of  black-out.  War-time 
food  with  its  lack  of  delicacies  does  not  appear  to  be  having  a 
deleterious  effect  on  health  or  nutrition,  and  resistance  against  infection 
is  apparently  being  maintained. 

Although  outside  the  period  covered  by  the  Report  I  consider  it 
appropriate  to  mention  now  that  after  great  endeavour  possession  of 
“The  Friary”  has  at  last  been  obtained,  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
the  Public  Health  Department  and  clinics  including  that  of  the 
Cripples’  Guild  have  teen  transferred  from  the  Middlegate  premises. 
The  change  has  long  been  required  and  the  much  more  spacious 
accommodation  will  allow  the  various  clinics  to  function  more 
adequately.  I  and  the  members  of  the  Newark  Borough  Staff 
appreciate  the  new  premises  feeling  that  we  can  give  better  help  to 
those  who  require  our  services. 

I  desire  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Councils 
for  their  continued  support  throughout  the  year  and  to  my  colleagues 
and  members  of  the  Staffs  for  their  unfailing  help  and  co-operation.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

One  of  the  Health  Visitors  resigned  her  appointment  and  left  the 
service  at  the  end  of  1942  and  it  was  found  impossible  to  replace  her 
during  the  whole  of  1943.  As  a  consequence  return  was  made  to  the 
previous  arrangement  of  staff  namely  one  whole  time  Health  Visitor 
and  one  whole  time  School  Nurse.  This  compulsory  reversion 
adequately  proved  that  the  carrying  out  of  combined  duties  by  two 
Health  Visitors  gives  a  much  more  satisfactory  service. 

At  the  time  of  writing  two  Health  Visitors  are  employed. 

As  mentioned  in  the  introduction  the  new  premises  at  The  Friary, 
Appleton  Gate  were  occupied  in  July  1944. 

So  far  no  Home  Helps  have  been  appointed  owing  to  suitable 
women  not  being  available.

Dental  Clinic  for  Expectant  Mothers,  Children,  under  5  years  of  age 

The  work  in  this  Clinic  was  undertaken  by  a  part-time  Dental 
Practitioner.  18  sessions  were  held  at  the  Public  Health  Department, 
attendances  numbering  93. 


Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers 

One  bed  in  the  Maternity  Wing  of  the  General  Hospital  is  reserved 
for  complicated  cases  or  those  whose  home  conditions  are  unsuitable 
for  confinement. 

The  number  of  women  admitted  during  the  year  was  17. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  similar  cases  were 
treated  in  County  Maternity  Beds.  The  number  admitted  to  County 
Institutions  was  17. 


Day  Nursery 

This  nursery  was  used  to  a  considerable  extent  during  the  year  and 
v/as  a  great  blessing  to  mothers  in  occupation.  The  attendances  remained 
at  a  high  level  and  the  staff  were  fully  occupied  in  giving  attention  to  the 
children.  A  considerable  amount  of  educational  work  was  done 
and  the  improvement,  both  physical  and  mental  in  the  children  was 
a  noticeable  feature.  Should  the  utilisation  of  married  women  in 
industry  be  continued  in  post  war  years  the  continuation  of  a  nursery 
will  be  a  necessity.  For  children  aged  2  to  5  years  nursery  classes  on 
ordinary  school  premises  should  be  a  post  war  aim. 
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Daily  Guardian  Scheme 

A  second  facility  for  mothers  in  occupations  who  require  accom¬ 
odation  for  their  children  during  working  hours  is  the  Daily  Guardian 
Scheme  whereby  arrangements  are  made  for  suitable  householders  to 
care  for  the  children  daily.  Each  house  is  inspected  by  the  Health 
Visitor  before  being  registered  under  the  Scheme.  Financial  assistance 
is  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  to  the  guardian.  There  are  45 
daily  guardians  on  the  register  at  the  time  of  writing. 


Housing 

The  inspections  of  dwellinghouses  had  to  be  curtailed  during 
the  year  under  review,  but  every  opportunity  was  taken  to  ensure  that 
the  housing  problem  was  constantly  to  the  fore.  Urgent  repairs 
were  cairied  out  in  many  instances  but  lack  of  materials  and  man¬ 
power  presented  difficulties. 

Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  there  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  infectious 
disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  notified  was  considerably 
increased  compared  with  the  previous  years,  but  fortunately  serious 
^complications  were  rare. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  Influenza  spread  rapidly  throughout 
the  whole  country  and  caused  considerable  worry  not  primarily 
because  of  serious  illness  but  because  of  inadequacy  of  home  help.  In 
many  households  the  entire  family  was  laid  up  and  the  household 
duties  could  be  carried  out  only  with  great  difficulty.  The  epidemic 
war  fortunately  not  of  long  duration  and  had  almost  vanished  before 
the  arrangements  for  assistance  from  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  to 
help  in  the  home  had  come  into  operation. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  continued  and  the  following 
table  shows  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  effect  of  immunisation  has  been  remarkable  and  the  introduction 
of  this  has  undoubtedly  saved  lives  and  invalidism.  The  cost  involved  in 
immunisation  is  small  compared  with  the  cost  of  treating  a  number  of 
cases  in  hospital. 


Water  Supplies 

Satisfactory  reports  were  received  throughout  the  year  on  the  chemical 
and  bacterilogical  quality  of  the  samples  of  water  from  the  supply. 


Scabies 

Treatment  of  Scabies  was  continued  as  previously.  At  the 
present  time  a  cleansing  station  is  available  at  “The  Friary” 

The  number  of  cases  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department 
decreased. 

Ali  cases  reported  were  treated  at  home  by  Benzyl  Benzoate 
supplied  through  this  department  and  supervision  was  carried  out  at 
the  Clinic. 

Steam  disinfection  of  clothes  and  bedding  although  available  was 
not  found  to  be  necessary  in  any  household.

Infectious  diseases  have  occured  in  36  houses  during  the  year,  and 
the  infected  rooms  and  contents  have  been  disinfected  by  spraying  with 
Formaldehyde  and  fumigation  by  Formic  Aldehyde  Vapour. 


Scavenging 

Public  scavenging  is  done  by  the  Council  under  contract  in  the 
Parish  of  Sutton-on-Trent,  and  the  refuse  is  dealt  with  on  farm  land 
by  the  contractor  in  a  satisfactory  manner  :  also  in  the  Parishes  of 
Edwinstowe,  Clipstone,  Boughton,  Ollerton,  Bilsthorpe  and  the  part 
of  Eakring  Parish  where  the  colliery  bungalows  are  situated,  and 
Wellow. 

The  dust-bin  refuse  from  these  Parishes  is  collected  weekly  and 
taken  to  four  tips  provided  by  the  Council  and  dealt  with  under  the 
controlled  (Bradford)  tipping  system,  two  men  working  under  my 
control  on  three  out  of  the  four  tips  and  the  night  soil  is  taken  to 
farm  land  by  the  contractors  and  dealt  with  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

All  tins  are  collected  from  these  tips  and  taken  for  salvage.  A 
system  of  collection  of  tins,  broken  pots,  etc.,  is  also  done  by  the 
Council  under  contract  in  Walesby  and  Eakring  Parishes.  The  tins 
are  now  collected  for  salvage  and  the  broken  pots  and  bottles  taken  to 
tips  in  the  fields  about  a  mile  from  the  villages. 


Scavenging  of  Streets 

Workmen  are  employed  by  the  Council  in  clearing  litter  from  the 
streets  in  the  Parishes  of  Clipstone,  Bilsthorpe  and  part  of  Eakring, 
Ollerton  and  Boughton  as  follows  : — Ollerton  and  Boughton  one  man 
works  three  days  weekly.  Eakring,  Bilsthorpe  and  Clipstone,  one 
man  works  two  days  at  the  week  end,  one  man  for  Bilsthorpe  and 
Eakring  and  one  man  for  Clipstone,  all  work  under  my  control.

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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Regular  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  the  Parishes  of  Balderton  and 
Farndon. 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  disposed  of  on  agricultural  land. 
Ashes  are  used  for  filling  hollows  and  levelling  land. 

In  Farndon  salvage  is  collected  by  the  contractors  except  paper 
which  is  collected  by  the  Boy  Scouts. 

In  other  parishes  salvage  is  collected  through  the  Boy  Scouts 
and  Salvage  Stewards  who  are  usually  the  Head  Teachers  of  Schools. 

During  the  year  59  tons  of  paper  and  93  tons  of  tins  and  other 
metals  were  disposed  of. 


Water  Supply 

The  villages  of  North  and  South  Collingham,  Langford,  Win- 
thorpe,  Coddington,  Balderton,  Hawton  and  Farndon  are  supplied 
with  water  from  Newark.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is  supplied 
by  surface  wells. 

During  certain  portions  of  the  year  scarcity  of  water  occurred 
particularly  in  the  South  portions  of  the  districts.
